Dr. Gary Adams of Sierra Madre outlined 
all nine state measures and the three county mea¬ 
sures to be voted on in the upcoming June 5 pri¬ 
mary election. Adams spoke at a recent public meet¬ 
ing sponsored by the Sierra Madre Woman’s Club. 

Proposition 16, a state measure, is the County 
Jail Capital Expenditure Bond Act of 1984 and 
provides for construction, reconstruction, re¬ 
modeling and replacement of county jails. The bond 
issue is for $250 million in state general obliga¬ 
tion bonds. The bond issue is for 20 years at funded 
9% interest and would cost about double paying 
off in that time. 

County jail populations have increased sharply 
in recent years and now include 34,000 inmates 
during the week with the weekend population rising 
to about 40,000. “People sleep on the roof; there’s 
no room in the cells,” he explained. 

“Should we spend money to build more county 
jails or arrest fewer people?” he asked the group. 
The cost is about $100,000 per bed, he said. 

Proposition 17, the New Prison Construction 
Bond Act of 1984 provides for the construction, 
renovation, remodeling and deferred maintenance

of state correctional facilities pursuant to a bond 
issue of $300 million. Both Proposition 16 and 17 
passed the Assembly and Senate. 

Just as county jails are obsolete, so are 
prisons, explains Adams. “At some point we’ll 
have a maximum security system down here in the 
south. By 1987 we’ll have 52,000 to 55,000 in¬ 
mates in state prisons and there will be no place 
to put them. The length of stay will be shortened 
because of the need for beds. If there are not 
enough beds this state is headed for a major prison 
upheaval in the next two to three years.” 

Adams told the group that the California 
Youth Authority is having as much trouble as 
those suggesting more adult facilities. “The aver¬ 
age length of time in jail for murder is less than 
three years for youth under 18. The average age 
of a violent offender is now 16‘/2 years. The problem

Pailcing proposal for Olympics 


Sierra Madre Police Chief Bill Betts has 
come up with a proposal to assist Sierra 
Madre residents who have relatives and friends 
coming for the Olympics. 

The on-street parking proposal, approved 
last Tuesday by the City Council, allows for 
overnight parking permits that may be ob¬ 
tained from the local police department for 
either guest vehicles or recreational-type ve¬ 
hicles during the period of July 25 through 
Aug. 15. The Parking Committee also ap¬ 
proved the proposed plan. 

The application for on-street parking for 
RVs have an advanced deadline of July 20, 
and the permit fee is $30. The guest vehicle 
permit is $10 and is valid from July 25 
through Aug. 15. 

Betts has proposed a 12-point program as 
follows: 

• The permit period shall be from July 25 
through Aug. 15,1984. 

• Applications must be made by a resident 


of Sierra Madre who has adequate legal 
parking space in front of his or her home. 

• Applications must be filed by 5 p.m. on 
July 20, 1984. 

• A fee of $30 must accompany the appli¬ 
cation. 

• Only RVs which are self-contained will 
be permitted. No electrical, water or sewage 
hookups will be permitted. No waste or 
“gray” water shall be released in Sierra 
Madre. 

• Residents may make application for friends 
or relatives who live outside the Los Angeles 
area. 

• The RV must be owned, rented or leased 
by the party using it. 

• Policing of any debris under or about the 
RV shall be the responsibility of the 
applicant (resident). 

• Approved RVs may park only at the 
designated location.

On every street and every 
avenue there are homes, bams, water 
lowers, and stores which are the gems 
of Sierra Madre’s museum Itself. 

Dating back over 100 years the city’s 
buildings span history from the Qold 
Rush days to the present. 

We live so close to the exhibits of 
this museum that we occasionally forget 
to admire their fabric, texture, gilt and 
age lines. A half-hour walk anywhere In 
Bw city will take us by 10 or 15 distinct 
architectural styles growing gracefully 
Into their place In history. 

Though not designed by famous archi¬ 
tects, these homes form the pages of art 
history. Examples can be seen of styles 
such as: 

Tudor, Colonial, Qeorglan, Dutch 
Colonial, English Cottage, Homeetead, Trl- 
gables Ell, Spanish Colonial, Queen Anne, 
Prairie Style, and American Foursquare. 

Among the most popular styles are 
thoae which are Indigenous to California 

— Bungalow Style and Craftsman homes. 

If we want to know our history then 
we must preserve our neighborhoods. Our 
children, and theirs must have an oppor¬ 
tunity to know the history which we walk 
by eo casually. It would be a meager 
vocebulary that did not know words like 
geble, porch, cornice, verandah. 

Historical renovation and preserva¬ 
tion are not easy tasks — but they are 
often fun. Part of each restoration pro¬ 
ject should be a period of observation 
and reeearch. Not only should the struc¬ 
ture of the house be considered for pre- 
eervetlon, but the surrounding elements 
like fences, gardens, trees and other land- 
eoepe ehouid be studied. 

Sierra Madre Is full of rock walls 
which are an intricate part of the house 
they surround. These, too, should be re¬ 
paired and preserved. 

There are three basic commandments 
In the preservation world 

— Don’t destroy good old work. 

— If changes must be made, make them 
true to the original style. 

— Let old be old. An old house should 
show sge; graceful age, not disrepair.

is overcrowding and that’s one of the reasons for 
the over 80Vo return of prisoners.” 

Proposition 18 and 19 go together, Adams told 
members of the Woman’s Club and guests. 

Proposition 18 provides for a bond issue of 
$370 million to be used for specified acquisi¬ 
tion, development, rehabilitation and restoration of 
real property by state, counties, cities and dis¬ 
tricts for park, beach, recreational or historical 
preservation purposes. It passed both the Assem¬ 
bly and Senate. 

Proposition 19 is the Fish and Wildlife Habitat 
Enhancement Act of 1984 and provides a bond issue 
of $85 million to be available for appropriation 
to the Wildlife Conservation Board and the State 
Coastal Conservancy for specified acquisition, en¬ 
hancement and development of habitat areas. It 
also passed the Assembly and Senate. 

“If both 18 and 19 pass, there would be 
a small reduction on the amount of Proposition 
18 since the two go together somewhat,” Adams 
said. 

A vote of “yes” would ensure a continued 
commit ment to keeping California’s parks 
alive and sound. State Senator H. L. Richardson 
believes that “We need another park bond issue 
in California like Death Valley needs heat.” Voters 
will have to make up their minds to vote with 
Gov. Deukmejian or Richardson. 

Proposition 20 deals with elected officials, and 
according to Adams, “has the effect of disqualify¬ 
ing successful candidates if they’ve made libelous 
statements. Anyone who loses will file for libel; 
then the winner will lose his seat and there will 
be another election. Anyone who runs for office 
will hear mean and nasty things about themselves. 
If the things are written or said, are libelous or 
slanderous, the winner will be unseated.” 

Adams reminded fhe audience of a recent PCC 
election altercation between trustee candidates that 
took $35,000 to settle the case. “The thing that 
bothers me is that in the world we live in today, 
people love to sue. We might see a number of 
disgruntled people out to see that other people 
are unseated. It seems to me we’re opening up a 
new area in value situations.” 

The Assembly and Senate voted in favor of 
the measure. 

Proposition 21 deals with public fund invest¬ 
ments, PERS (Public Employees Retirement Sys¬ 
tem), retirement for teachers. “There are strict 
limitations on how this money will be distributed. 
Essentially this proposition is asking to loosen up 
requirements in investing those dollars. A ‘yes’ 
vote says administrators of the funds should have 
more leeway and a ‘no’ vote says to stay with a 
safer route. The dilemma is an important one. I 
have employees who have asked to be removed 
from PERS so they could invest the money dif¬ 
ferently. There would still be safeguards. They’re 
asking for more flexibility,” Adams explained. 

Proposition 22, Exempt State Civil Service 
Positions, amends the Constitution to exempt the 
following positions from civil service: chief in¬ 
vestment officer, assistant chief investment officer, 
principal fund managers of the PERS and the 
State Teachers’ Retirement System. This amend¬ 
ment would have no direct fiscal impact on the 
state. 

“This propostion would call for political ap¬ 
pointment rather than career civil service person¬ 
nel to do the same job,” Adams stated. “It is 
incredibly difficult to remove people from civil 
service positions. It is like removing professors 
from tenure positions,” he added. 

Proposition 23 “harks back to Proposition 
13 — and it concerns reconstructing buildings 
destroyed in earthquakes and the taxation on the 
original assessment,” Adams said. It is called 
“Property Taxation. Seismic Safety Construction 
Exclusion” and passed by the Assembly and Senate 
unanimously. 

Adams explained, “Under the present provi¬ 
sions of the Constitution, real property is reassessed 
for taxation purposes when new construction 
occurs. An exception is made for specific recon¬ 
struction done after a disaster. This measure adds 
an addition exception when an unreinforced ma¬ 
sonry bearing wall is reconstructed or improved.” 

Proposition 24 is entitled “Legislature: Rules, 
Procedures, Powers, Funding.” Adams said, “I 
can’t see it changes a whole lot. The party in 
control has the largest number for their com¬ 
mittees. If this passes it may clean up some of the 
rules and regulations and would reduce the budget 
since the budget would not be adopted next year 
... It might help you to make up your mind if 
you know that Paul Gann is for it and Lt. Gov. 
Leo McCarthy is against it.” 

Concerning County Measure A, the Board of 
Supervisors would like to transmit a communica¬ 
tion to the leaders of the USA and the USSR urging 
a reduction of the risk of nuclear war and, ac¬ 
cording to Adams, “if we vote ‘yes’ we are agreeing 
that Supervisors should send the letter. If we vote 
‘no’ we don’t agree with the necessity of the mes¬ 
sage. This is purely advisory. If the Supervisors 
want to send that message, they will. And it prob¬ 
ably wouldn’t hurt anything if they did.” 

County measure B “deals with township offi¬ 
cers and constables,” Adams said. “Essentially 
this proposed charter amendment cleans up the L.A. 
Charter as does Proposed Charter Amendment C 
which repeals superseded sections.” 

Martha Van De Verg, legislative chairman of 
Woman’s Club, introduced the speaker at the meet¬ 
ing last Wednesday at the luncheon.

dena,” he said. “We have prepared plans and 
specifications to repair the green clay tile roof 
which casts a prominent profile that many use 
to identify the museum.” 

The pagoda-styled roof was originally im¬ 
ported from China and constructed in 1926. 
Grace Nicholson, who built the original struc¬ 
ture, was an importer of oriental arts and 
crafts from the early part of this century 
until her death in 1948. Because the building 
is on the National Registry of Historic Places, 
all restoration to the badly aging roof must 
conform to the Secretary of the Interior’s 
standards. 

The original tile was imported by a con¬ 
tractor who also brought Chinese craftsmen to 
the U.S. to do the installation in the traditional 
manner. “We tried to find another Chinese 
firm to take on the project, but had no 
tuck,” remarked Cano. 

“We finally contacted Melkonian Arts, 
located on Montecito Avenue in Sierra Madre, 
and they managed to research the clay, glaze 
and casting techniques so thoroughly, that the 
new tiles, which they are making, will be 
almost identical to those created 60 years ago.” 

Other restoration work has been per¬ 
formed by BSE on many of the major his¬ 
toric buildings in the southland, including the 
Pasadena City Hall, Bullocks-Wilshire, Glen¬ 
dora City Hall, Pasadena’s Main Library, and 
Santa Monica City Hall. 

“In the past year,” said Cano, “we’ve 
worked on nearly 20 buildings which have 
been important enough to be listed on the 
National Registry. Next month we will begin 
work on Glendale’s Civic Auditorium and Swin 
Center.” 

According to Cano, BSE has chosen 
“Preservation Week” to announce that the 
firm will soon be moving from its current 
location on Baldwin, to No. 1 Kersting Court, 
where the firm plans to restore the exterior 
facade to its original style.

• Additional vehicle permit — those who rent 
or lease a car while in the Los Angeles 
area may obtain an Olympic period permit 
to park on the street at the location they 
are staying for a fee of $10. This permit 
period shall be July 25 through Aug. 15, 
1984. 

• A valid permit will exempt the approved 
vehicle from compliance with the following 
Sierra Madre city code sections during the 
approved period: CC 4400 — overnight 
parking; CC 4430 — vehicle size limitation; 
CC 5202 — 72-hr. parking limitation. 

• The Sierra Madre Police Dept, shall accept 
permit applications, review to ensure comp¬ 
liance with this resolution, review proposed 
parking site for public safety, provide 
parking stickers and administer the prog¬ 
ram. 

The chief told The News that the Parks 
and Recreation Commission will decide whether 
or not additional parking at Bailey Park and 
Sierra Vista Park will be made available, also.

Robert P. Strub, presi¬ 
dent and executive offi¬ 
cer of Los Angeles Turf 
Club Inc., operators of 
Santa Anita Park, was 
speaker at the Arcadia 
Historical Society’s May 
10 meeting. He is a pat¬ 
ron member of the so¬ 
ciety. Robert and his 
wife Betty, who also was 
present, are Arcadia res¬ 
idents and have raised 
their eight children in the 
city. 

Santa Anita Park is an 
industry, according to 
Strub, that includes many 
things but mainly Santa 
Anita Race Track com¬ 
plex and the Santa Anita 
Fashion Park Mall. He 
compared the operation 
to running a city. 

Five thousand people 
are employed; 18% of 
all wagers at the track 
by law are divided be¬ 
tween Arcadia and the 
State of California. In 
1983 the track handled 


$ 1^2 billion in total wager¬ 
ing. 

Forty percent of all 
dollars going into the cof¬ 
fers of Arcadia now come 
from Fashion Park. The 
Mall was a hotly con¬ 
tested issue before it 
passed in Arcadia and 
building began in 1975. 

Strub said they are 
proud to name the track 
“The Great Race Place” 
because in the tradition 
set by his father Dr. 
Charles H. Strub who 
helped found the track 
in 1934, it has become 
the finest in the country 
and maintained the high¬ 
est quality. Robert Strub 
has charged himself with 
carrying on that tradition 
and quality. 

Santa Anita today is 
valued at $100 million but 
in no way could it be dup¬ 
licated even if land was 
available. Over the years 
they have acquired a total 
of 4 acres and the stadium 
and track were built at 
a time when costs were 


low. 

Strub senior and Hal 
Roach of “Our Gang 
Comedy’’ fame, now 
over 90 and honored 
recently by the Academy 
Awards, chose Arcadia 
mainly for the charisma 
and racing fame of Lucky 
Baldwin. The Santa Ani¬ 
ta track Baldwin built 
was closed after his 
death when racing be¬ 
came illegal in California 
in 1909. But some of 
the great thoroughbreds 
of today can trace their 
blood lines back to the 


Baldwin stables. 

In those days the Ken¬ 
tucky Derby was just a 
small race. The big one 
was the American Der¬ 
by run in Chicago. Bald¬ 
win won that four times. 
His great horses are 
buried in the paddock 
area of Santa Anita 
under a huge makesc 
cross which was the 
Baldwin racing insignia. 

After 25 years, when 
racing returned to this 
state, the then Governor,

James Rolph, made every 
effort to assure that the 
people involved in racing 
would be Of the highest 
caliber.
